British Lose * Officers and 100 Men 
Kruger Gives Warhing He Will 
Bombard Bloemfontein, 


London, April 1.—The war office has 
issued the following: From Lord Rob- 
erts to the secretary of war: Bloem- 
fontein, March 31.—Owing to the ac- 
tivity of the enemy on our im nediate 
front and their hostile action towards 
the burghers who surrendered under 
the terms of my proclamation, I found 
it necessary to drive them from some 
kopjes they had occupied near the 
Karee Siding station, a few miles eouth 
of Brandfort. The operation was suc- 
cessfally carried out by the Seventh 
(Tuckirs) division, assisted by the 
first and third cavairy brigades, under 
(ien French, and Le Callar’s regiment 
of mounted infantry. The enemy re- 
treated to Brandfort and our troops 
now hold the Kopjes. Our casualties 
were: Killed, Captain Going, Scotieh 
Borderers Woanijed, Captains Zellar, 
Luard, Peebles, Cuargenvin snd Ed- 
wards; Lieuts. Coulson, French and 
about 100 rank and file. 

London, April |.—The head of the 
arm of Lerds Roberts is now atout 21 
niles north of Hloemfontetn, It oc- 
eupies a cluster of hills, won from the 
Boers after a still fight, in which the 
British lost seven officers and 100 men.
